Mr. Choate replied in a short speech

"The ports of New York and South

"If the men and women of you 


country could visit my country as free 
ly as ours do yours, the good under 
standing which now exists would neve 
fail. 


"Southampton has a special 'signifl 


cance for Americans, as it was thi 
point of departure of the Mayflowe.

end in planting a new nation. I 
proved to be the first great departurt 
of the English race fieem their island 
home and island life- They carriet 
With them the English Bible, the com 
mon law, the idea of representative 
government and liberty of the indi 
vidual.

Secret Doors and Cellars 
Hint at Evil Uses. 


Strange Finds Are Made by Workmen 


in Tearing Down an Old Market 


Street Structure.

What would seem to have been at 


one time the headquarters of a gang 
of counterfeiters has beea discovered 
on West Fourth street. 
Workmen 


engaged in tearing down the old 
building on the south Bide of Fourth 
street, on the corner of the first alley 
above Market, found in the cellar 
some things that it is difficult to ac- 
count for. Stone steps leading from 
the middle room to the main cellar, 
which is a iarge room with old-fash- 
ioned fire-place, which, on examina- 
tion, is found to be false, as it has.no 
connection with the chimney. Near 
this is a secret furnace 'that will 
measure about three feet in diameter. 
The inside of this furnace shows that 
ib baa been at times subject to a 
white heat. This furnace is con- 
nected with the main chimney by a 
secret flue, very 
ingeniously 
set 


within the walls of the building from 
the main room; 
A door opens into 


a secret cellar about six by ten feet. 
This room is closely walled and in 
one end is another furnace that is 
very ingeniously arranged, showing 
the same open face fire-place as the 
other room's. This furnace is so con- 
nected that it would hardly be seen 
by the casual observer, but so ar- 
ranged that a greater heat can be 
had than iu the Bother furnace. 
The 


oldest citizen cannot account for this 
underground work. The building was 
erected years ago by Samuel Dole and 
was occupied by tenants. 
At one 


time a gang of counterfeiters made 
their headquarters in this city. Some 
years ago a building was torn down 
in the extreme western part of the 
city that was supposed to have been 
occupied by them. They later moved 
to the wilds of Twin Creek, where 
they were discovered and some of 
them caught and sent to the peniten- 
tiary. 


It is supposed that this same gang 


occupied the quarters just discovered. 


The property is now owned by 


Samuel Wise. He cannot account for, 
and had net discovered much of this 
secret work. Everything indicates 
that this work was built in the cellar 
since the building was erected.

How Balloon* Are Made. 


Balloons are manufactured of gold 


beater's skin, which, though small toy 
ones had been made of it, could not be 
produced in sufficient quantities for the 
large balloons until Colonel Templer in- 
vented and perfected the process, which 
ia briefly as follows ; 


The gold beater's skin is made np of 


quantities of a certain thin animal 
membrane (30,000 of these are required 
for a balloon of 10,000 cubic feet ca- 
pacity), which is first freed from all 
fatty substances and then soaked in a. 
solution of glycerin and water. They 
are then applied to boards cut in the 
form and to the size of the gore of the 
balloon required. Others are then super- 
posed, until a thickness of four layers 
has been reached, great care being taken 
that no air bubbles remain between the 
skins. After this fourth layer a method 
of strengthening is resorted to in the 
shape of a net manufactured of skin. 
After this net two or three more layers 
of membranes are applied. 


The whole ia then allowed to dry, and 


agolntionof boiled linseed oil ia naed as 
a varnish. The fabric is then quite in- 
dissoluble, and the membranes cannot 
by any possible means be separated from 
one another, but sometimes, to render 
this homogeneity the more perfect, a so- 
lution of bichromate of potash is sponged 
orer the fabric,— Pall Mall Magazine.

Children and Doll*. 


Writing in The Contemporary Re- 


view, Professor Snily discusses the curi- 
ous aspects in which children regard 
dolls.

It hu overthrown the hideous idols, superstition and idolatry and h*i adranced rational religion* thought bejond the 
wildest dreams of its ancient founders.

Interesting Factn About n. Lichen of 


the Snlinran Dcnert. 


According to M. Chaatrey, the true 


manna of the Scripture ia the thallo- 
phyte, known to botanists as Canona 
escnlenta 
and 
Lichen 
esculentns. 


The nomads of the Sahara and south 
Algeria call it Onsseh-el-Ard. It is also 
found in .Persia, Arabia and Mesopo- 
tamia, jt ig gr^y^, about thq ifce'oC 
a small pea, and farinaceous inside. 
Some say the spores, are brought-by 
wind and develop with dew. Others 
think it leaves a germ or seed behind it 
when it perishes. It should be collected 
in the morning of its appearance, be- 
cause it dries in the. sun and is lost in 
the sand. It can be preserved in a closed 
vessel. The lichen does not cling to any 
foreign body; but lies on the sand in a 
layer sometimes .nearly an inch thick 
and can be collected easily. It is rather 
sweet in taste.

The Arabs, whose lives it often eaves, 


boil it in water, and thus get a gelati- 
nous paste, which they serve in various 
ways. ,To preserve the manna-they dry 
it in the shade or they wrap the paste 
in skins. Analysis shows that the lichen 
contains 16 parts of water,-14 of nttrog- 
enous' matter, 20 of non-nitrogenous 
matter, 6 of mineral matter, 82 of nug- 
ared and amylaceous matter and 4 of 
fats. The Arabs of :f (Cb'aainbra and the 
Algerian douars never fail to gather it 
after dews and rains aa a welcome ad- 
dition to their diet .and a gentle laxa- 
tive.—San Francijc^jChronicle.
